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“PREJUDICE. 
BY ELDER H. Le JAMES. 
— — 


T has been. en by a friend that a short account of my personal ex- 
perience while on a mission in this my native land might interest some 
of the readers of the Sra. To proceed, then, I, will first briefly touch upon 
the prejudice shown. by our nearest relatives when my wife and joined the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 
_ The first thing my father-in-law did when he received the (to him) terrible 
news, 1 was to sit down and scratch my name out of his will. His next act was 
to write a hasty letter to my wife, in which he told her he would for rather 
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once 
family eked Aer not to go to that “sink of ige (as my Father finan 
the home of the Saints) Utah, fearing lest one of the Church di 
might fancy her and take her away from me. They firmly believed that all 
letters going into or coming from Utah, were liable to be examined by the 
Church authorities, and, of course, anything they thought objectionable 1 au . 
These ideas they obtained from Mrs, Stenhouse’s work, An 

woman in Utah,“ which they purchased on hearing we had joined the Church. 
After reading it themselves, they forwarded it to us in Kansas, hoping i it 
would. be the means of atapping us from going any farther west by, 
our eyes, to the true(!) state of affairs in Utah. My wife's eldest brother, who 
is very moh attached to her, has only written to, her once since * heard of 
her joining the Church, nearly three years ago. 

Haring, boon called sh she April Conference, 1883, to, fl a mission in my 
land, we (, my wile and I) ſeft Salt Lake City. in company with 
about sixty missionaries, on;the 1055 ef April, and landed in Liverpool on the 
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28th, but before landing we had another trial to endure, in the shape of a 
letter to my wife from her mother, which was brought out to us by one of the 
brethren from the Office, in which she was asked not to come straight home, 
and as for me, I was not to think of showing my face there! And up to the 
present time the whole family (with one noble exception) have studiously 
avoided me as if I werea leper. One of my wife’s sisters, during a stay of 
three weeks in Liverpool, since we have been living here, per allah 8 refused 
to sse my face, although asked by my wife if she 3 . — fad A 1 
her aud also by myself in a letter, to which she wrote alrep 
far more than silent contempt could have done. Father, a — for 
they know not what they do, is my prayer for them and all others who really 
believe they are doing God service by persecuting the messengers He sends 
to them. The only one of my wife's family whom J have seen during the ten 
months we have been in England is her mother, who overcame her prejudice 
sufficiently to meet me, and said afterwards she was glad she had done bo, 
and even acknowledged that she felt the same towards me as she ever had. 
We had intended to go to my father’s house first, and, after a short stay 
there, go on to my wife’s home. Finding, however, that 6ur plans were 
frustrated, I stayed there a month, my wife being with me most of the time, 
and we were glad to find my father showed more ‘charity than my father-in- 
law had, for he took us in and wished us to make ourselves at home, but 
enjoined strict silence upon me on religious matters as long as I remained 
under his roof. I was on no account to talk to the children, (the youngest of 
whom was about fifteen,) or the servants, privately, on this subject. I thoug 
it prudent to obey this injunction, at least for a time, (as by so doing we bo 
had the privilege of staying in the house,) hoping that their prejudice would 
soon subside, and that they would be willing to listen to us. On the very 
day of our arrival, however, some of the members of the family assailed ‘4 
felizion, and a general discussion ensued in the drawing room, all hands 
Against myself and my wife. There were ten on the Opposition’ side, although 
the talking was confined to about five, and 1 felt like‘a weak defender of the 
‘aith, but the Lord strengthened me, and my wife put in à timely yord or 
two now and again. Almost the first thing brought up was the Mountain 
Meadow massacre, which my ‘eldest sister asserted had been perpstrated by 
s “Mormons” at the instigation of their leaders. - | ‘happened to have 
copy of the Star in my pocket containing U. S. Attorney Sumner Howard’s 
statement, which entirely cleared President Young and the other authori 
of the Church from all knowledge of the horrible crime until some time after 
the deed was done. But this had no weight with her; she refused to accept 
dis testimony, preferring to still charge this crime upon än innocent people — 
In the strength of a mere report that she had heard or read somewhete--she 
Sould not even give her authority. We found their prejudice’ very strong, 
but 1 feel confident we were the means, with our Father's ‘blessing; of re- 
movitig much of it, and showing by our. conduct: that’ ‘were at

the 28th of May I came to Liverpoo call’ 
deut John Henry Smith, to labor in the business department of the MI 
SIAL seks Office in the place of Elder R. R. Anderson, who was released to 
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return home in June. I left my wife in Devonshire to spend a month or 30 
with her parents, who by this time had become a little more reconciled to 
tiis facts they could not alter, and were willing that she should stay with 
them for u short time at least, though they were not any more ready to admit 
me to their home than at first: After settling down to work at 42 Islington, 
F began to look up my former friends, whose acquaintance I had made during 
a stay of eight months here in the spring and summer of 1872. The gentle- 
man who used to be my warmest friend, and at whose house I was a constant 
visitor, was at that time manager of one of the Atlantic Steamship Com- 
panies. Having heard, while at home, that he was not likely to receive me 
at his house, and not wishing to put him to the pain of turning me from his 
door, 1 nor myself to the humility of receiving such treatment at his hands, I 
te to him, giving my address, briefly stating my business here, and saying 
IJ should much like to see him again and renew our former acquaintance and 
Friendship, if agreeable to him. A day or two afterwards he called at 42, and 
finding me alone, he came into the office and talked with me about fifteen 
mifutes, hut refused to take a seat. He said he had come to tell me that he 
was still my friend, and I might always consider him so, but he could not in- 
vite me to his house nor have me associate with his family as of yore. Said 
he, “If I had no one but. myself to think of and provide for, it would be 
different; I might then invite you to my house, but as I have a family on 
a hands, I must look to their interests. If it became known that I was 
lowing a Mormon to make frequent visits at my house, my friends would 
all forsake me. There is Archdeacon „a very good man, and an old 
friend of mine, who I know would cease his visits to my house, for his own 
sake, if he found out that you were à constant visitor there; besides many 
other good and influential friends whom I should be very sorry to _— 
As for religion, he said the religion of his forefathers was good enough for 
him; he was perfectly : satisfied with it. 5

Fil mention one more case, though I Teas this article is . rather 
lengthy. It is that of a gentleman who resides across the river, one of the.

He seemed pleased to see me when I had made myself known 
and introduced my wife, After.chatting for a while on various topics over a 
sociable cup of “afternoon tea,” of which my wife partook, with him, he asked.

Our friends are very sorry too, but that ‘would not justify us in going: 
against the dictates of our own consciences.”

“ Mormons” in his house that was uppermost in his mind, if not the only 
feeling there. Getting outside the house where we could breathe freely, my 
wife, who had never had such an insult offered her before, gave vent to her 
feelings in a measure, saying: Well, I could not have believed any one 
-@ould; be so prejudiced unless I had seen it myself! I have often thought 
n of the stories I have heard others relate must have been exaggerated, 

unintentionally no doubt, but no one could exaggerate that!“ And then she 
added: „Do not ask me to go with you again when you call on any more of 
your. former friends“ 

Such has been my experience since joining the Church: of. State Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, and, this treatment received from my relatives and those 
-whom I once thought my friends, is only a testimony to me that I have found 
the straight and narrow path that leadeth to eternal life. It is in accordance 
with the Savior's words (Matt. x, 34-36): Think not that Jam come to send 
peace on earth: I came not to send peace but a sword. For I am come to 
set a man at variance. against his father, and the daughter against her 
mother, and the daughter-in-law against her mother-in-law. And a man’s 
des shall be they of his own household.” Also John xv, 19, 20: “If ye were 
of the world, the world would love his own: but because ye are not of the 

world, but I have chosen you out of the world, therefore the world hateth 
you.

| FASTING AND PRAVYER. 


A. FEW WORDS TO THE ELDERS UFON THE SUBECT. 

Tun words thet our use of upon one occasion 
His disciples, ‘ Watch and pray, lest ye enter into temptation,” also the er- 
ample that He set them by fasting and prayer, are applicable to us in this 
dispensation, as men who are called by, and ordained with the same atithority 
as were His disciples. There are promises made to us threugh revelations 
given in this dispensation, that can only be obtained through the medium of 
fasting and prayer, and I sometimes think that, as Elders in this Church, we 
are not strict enough in this matter; not only on account of the good results 
that would flow to us personally, but also in setting an example to the Saints 

among whom we labor. Very often example has a greater effect upon some: 
people than precept, although more good is apt to result by coupling them 
together. But if we do not teach the Saints either by precept or example, it 
would be impossible for them to follow, not only in this, but in other things. 
We are sent here to teach the people, and our conduct is watched by them, 
especially by some, when we least expect it, and they accordingly: judge of 
what manner of men we are; and if our conduct is good, then, so far, we are 
blameless, but if our oonduet and example do not compare with our teach- 
‘ings, reproach can with justice be brought upon us. We are then looked 
upon as hypocrites, and to a great extent we are or shall be responsible for 
their acts, for, as it is written: “It must needs be that offenses come; but 
woe unto that man by whom the offense cometh.” It would have been poor 
consolation to the Colossians for Paul the Apostle to tell them, not to be 
moved away from the hope of the Gospel which they had heard” (Col. i, 23), 
if he himself had become moved away; they would have thought some 
thing was wrong, and that not without reason. So it is with us, the same 
cause will produce the same effect: our teachings must be good, and our con- 
duct must accord with our teachings, or we shall eome under condemnation. 
In referring to the Book of Mormon, in the 27th chapter of the Book of 
Mosiah, 22nd and 23rd sections, we find that Alma (who on account of being 
visited by an angel, had his strength and speech taken away), had those 
faculties restored to, or awakened in him, through the prayers and fasting off 
the priests whom Mosiah (Alma’s father) caused to be gathered together for 
that purpose. In the 5th chapter of the Book of Alma, 46th section, Alma. 
told the people that he knew of things which were to come, because he had! 
fasted and prayed many days for that purpose, or in order to obtain that: 
knowledge. Many other instances of the efficacy of fasting and prayer are 
made mention of in | the Book of e 4 in the history of many men in 
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our day, who 3 received the Gospel and enjoy its blessings. As the Lord 
is no respecter of persons, we all have the same privileges, if we will only

We have the assurance, which we can readily believe, that its passage will 
be urged by all the power which its originators and abettors can command; 
but we do not—we cannot believe thut the Members of Congress are yet 80 
lost to a sense of their constitutional obligations as to vote for such a measure. 
That a ‘Representative’ of that body, however, should have the shameless 
Audacity to propose such an outrageots piece of legislation, and that it should 
be seriously considered by the law-makers of the nation, and without any 
stiow of indignation’ or contempt on their part’ for its author, is a sad com- 
mentary on the condition of that nation and on the prospect for perpetuating 
the fundamental ‘principles of the Government.

If it be 
true, then, that Mr. Poland but echoes the sentiments of his constituents or 
the publie at large by advocating such a measure, and the other Members of 
Congress do the same by winking at it, how loudly does this fact proclaim 
the decadence of that nation. : 

Millions of people besides those living in the United Stee have admir- 
ingly regarded that nation as the home of religions freedom, and supposed that 
there, if nowhere else in the world, could perfect religious liberty be enjoyed. 
But, alas! how woefully have they been mistaken if the law-makers of that 
nation are to be allowed to ride recklessly over the Constitution and disregard 
Its most sacred’ Provisions in their’ unholy zeal to crush out an unpopular 
religion! 

It is well known that the insite Government was founded on the theory 
that all its citizens were entitled to liberty and equal rights. It is a histor- 
ical fact that the country was largely settled by people who fled there from 
other nations that they might enjoy religious freedom. It is generally 
understood that the right to worship God as they choose is one of the 
“unalienable rights“ with which, according to the Declaration of Independence, 
„all men are endowed by their Oredtor.” It is also pretty well known that 
the first amendment to the Constitution provides that “Congress shall pass no 
law respecting an establishment of religion or prohibiting the free-exercise 
thereof.” And yet in the face of all these facts, a Congressman, grown hoary

denomination!” Alas, how has the mighty fallen! 

What would have. been thought of such a proposition as that of Poland by 
the great John Randolph, who declared that uo part of the Constitution, 
even if strictly construed, will justify a conclusion that the general govern- 
ment can take away or impair the freedom of religion?” 

Let such sentiments as Mr. Poland expresses prevail in the ‘United States, | 
and a religion be legislated against, and that proud nation which has béen 
the admiration of the noble and liberal minded in all countries, and which 

“ might have stood against the world,” will soon find none 60 Poor as tu do 
it reverence,” 

If the fundamental principles of the Government are tobe 1 8 in 
this way, we may soon look for the fulfillment of the prediction uttered by the 
Prophet Joseph Smith that the time would come when the Latter-day Saints 
would have to rescue and preserve from destruction the sacred Constitution 
of the country, and bear aloft the emblem of ata when others would seek 
to trample it in the dust. 

If the Latter-day Saints can be treated in the way proposed Nees their 
religion i is obnoxious to those in power, so can the Methodists, Presbyterians, 
Baptists or any other religious body, and the boasted religious liberty of the 
nation is a sham and delusion. 

The Latter-day Saints do not propose to give up the rights e the nd 
stitution guarantees to them, but to contend for them lawfully and peacefully 
to the end—not only in their own interest, but in the interest of all people, 
of every sect and creed—and God will sustain * in so doing. The tC. 
will triumph in the end.

All emigrants should be in Liverpool (and the head of each family call at 
the Office, 42, Islington, to procure the necessary tickets,) as early as possible 
on = the day previous to the sailing of the vessel. 


, PREPARATION AND MANAGEMENT OF LUGGAGE. 

All boxes should be well corded. Sacks are good for some kinds of luggage. 
All luggage should be plainly marked with the owner’s name, and the name of 
the place of destination. Much inconvenience has been caused by persons 
putting Ogden upon their baggage when they were destined for Logan, Salt 
Lake City, or some other place. In addition to the name of the town, Utah, 
U. S. A, should be also marked upon each piece. Marking should be done 
with paint or with lamp-black and oil upon the box or sack. When this is 

not practicable, pieces of leather may be used, securely fastened on with tacks 
or strong twine ; paper is useless. Boxes should not be covered with canvas, 
unless arranged to open as readily as if uncovered. When baggage is examined 
at New York, by the customs officers, covers are liable to be ripped and taken 
off, and there is no time to replace them. In some instances the addresses 
have gone with the covers, leaving the trunks open to the danger of being lost. 
1 wanted on the voyage should have the word Wanted“ marked 
upon it. As a rule, luggage is safer and better in the hold. 1 
“ » Emigrants, on their way to Liverpool, or those in charge of companies, 

should see that their luggage accompanies them. Where changes occur on 
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the railroads, care should bs taken to see that the luggage is transferred from 
one train to the other, This matter should not left either to chance or 
the railroad porters; some one of the party should d, with his own eyes, see 
hat each article is duly transferred. It will save sacle labor and trouble to 
those who assist the emigrants on their arrival here, if the latter ill, 50 far as 
apracticable, book to Lime: Street Srarlox. Those who wish to be met ät 
the station, should ‘daly inform us of the time of their expected arrival in 
Liverpool. and the name of the station Aere. On artrivels emigrants should 
remain with their luggage. In case there is no one from this Office to receive 
them, some one in the company should ut once notify us dis Micirarrival. 8 
en the others should remain with their luggage: , sho? 


‘AMOUNT OF LUGGAGE 

We desire it to be specially noted that adults are each esd 100 wha 
or 10 stones and 10 pounds, of luggage free; and those bet ween 5 and 12 are 
allowed 75 pounds, or 5 stones and 5 pounds, free. No free luggage is 
allowed to those under 5. All extra luggage will be charged 8 centa,.or 4 
pence per pound, from New York to Ogden. No one will be permitted to 
take any luggage over these amounts, unless they have money to pay for its 
transportation from New York ; as it WILL NoT be paid fc 25 ~~ this Office nor

The outfit needed, for each person, for the voyage, is a bed and beddi ing, 
{which they are advised to bring with them so far : as they have ‘them),,t tin

articles and any others needed can be obtained, at the cheapest 1 rates, through 
this Office. 

_ Emigrants coming fiom a distance, should provide themselves with: some 

food for use in Liverpool, A light box or basket, for provisions, to serve from 

‘New York to Ogden, will be found useful. A shallow box or basket, to stow 

under the seat, is better than a deep one. Estimated time, with stoppages, 
between those two points, eight days.
